1. Embassy has informally been told by Dr. Waned Karim and 
Abdul Ali Sulaiman of MFA that no rpt no member of royal 
family in Kabul and no rpt no high ranking officers have 
been killed. 

2. Dr. Karim emphatically denied that any general had been 
killed including specifically General Abdul Wali, General 
Abdul Ghani Wardak or Defmin Khan Mohammad Khan, who have 
been rumored killed or wounded in various reports. 

3. In separate talk with Sulaiman (whose wife member royal

family) Embassy was told that "not cm- member of family had 
even a scratch." Asked about condition of Marshal Shah 
Waii, Sulaiman replied he is in shock but taking it well for 
an old man. Sulaiman also said Princess Belquis (King's 
daughter and Abdul Wall's wife) , who previously reported 
killed or wounded, was safe and uninjured. 

4. We find it difficult to disbelieve these two separate 
reports from two men who apparently have some direct 
personal knowledge of situation and are functioning as 
members of MFA. We therefore counsel addressees to discount 
reports that high level bloodshed has occurred in process of 
July 17 takeover here until proved otherwise.
